Whatever may be the result in Mon­ 
tana, the republicans have won a great 
victory. The republican majorities in 
the Dakotas are quite large, with prob­ 
ably prohibition carried in both states. 
The most cheering rews comes from 
Washington territory. While the demo­ 
crats conceded that the republicans would 
probably oarry North and South Dakota, 
they claimed Washington and Montana 
for themselves. As to Washington, the 
tc dowing from Milwaukee will show the 
disappointment to the democrats: “Hen­ 
ry C. Payne received a dispatch last 
night from Olympia, Washington, saying 
the republican majority would reach 
9,000 and that the county returns showed 
that the democrats would hardly be able 
to muster enough members of the legis­ 
lature to hold a caucus.” 
Should the democrats finally carry 
Montana, their victory will be a partial one 
only. 
The 
republican 
member of 
congress is elected, and as the governor 
and legislature, there is still some doubt. 
The democrats thought there was no 
fear of defeat in that state, end with 
Washington for them, they figured that 
honors were even between the republic­ 
ans and democrats. 
There is one feature of the campaign 
in the new states worth noting. 
The 
New York Times toqji special interest in 
the elections in those states. 
It sent 
“reliable*1 correspondents to nuke sur­ 
veys of the contest there going on, and 
all of the reports sent to the Times 
showed that the democrats were not only 
going to carry Montana and Washington, 
but would likely win in one or both of 
the Dakotas. The Times’prediction was 
based on the fact that the republican 
managers had made tho tariff question 
an issue in all the four states. Docu­ 
ments by the tens of thousands were 
sent from the city of Washington to the 
people in the new states, and it is tm6 
that home protection was made an issue. 
The Times saw in all this a victory for the 
democratic party, and staked its reputa­ 
tion as a political prophet on the state­ 
ment the tariff issue would make a ma­ 
jority of the new states democratic. The 
result may daze the New York Times 
but it is quite in keeping with republi­ 
can estimates and hopes. 
In addition to this it is well to give the 
readers of the Gazette another point or 
two in regard to the manageme nt of the 
elections in the new states. The para­ 
graph is included in a dispatch from 
Washington city to the Milwaukee Sen­ 
tinel:— 
Politicians bere are rejoicing over the 
victory in the territories, and are dis­ 
posed to give the national republican 
committee considerable oredit for the 
good work it did, and for the great in­ 
terest the members manifested in the 
election in the D9w states. It is a well 
known fact that ever since the meetmg 
of the members of the national com­ 
mittee herj last snmmer when it was 
decided to send Henry G. Payne into the 
territories to examine the field, the com­ 
mittee has, with very scant assistance 
from the administration, put in most tel­ 
ling work in the territories, contributing 
liberally of their own money and send­ 
ing a million piecer of campaign litera­ 
ture into the new states. Qaay and Payne 
are given especial credit here, and Clark­ 
son also comes in for a good share. 


In the campaign in Ohio there seem9 
to be an element of discord between Mr. 
Murat Halstead, the reckless aud bellig­ 
erent editor of the Cincinnati Commer­ 
cial Gazette, and Mr. James E. Camp­ 
bell, ex-republican, and now the demo­ 
cratic candidate for governor of Ohio. 
Mr. Halstead writes Mr. Campbell an 
cpen letter in answer to ecme ohargeg 
the latter had made against the former, 
and then he concludes: 
“You neglect to say anything about 
the ballot box bill 
which 
you in­ 
troduced in the house of representatives 
and that was accompanied by a contract, 
‘No. 1,000,’ printed In the •Commercial 
Gazette yesterday. It may interest you 
to know that I have proof that you had 
secured a money interest in that ballot- 
box contract before you introduced the 
bill, namely, that you 'subscribed* to se­ 
cure an interest July 3,1888.

Mr. Campbell does not seem to en­ 
der e these statements of Halstead’s, and 
when a newspaper reporter went to se6 
him and feel his pulse, the democratic 
candidate became excited and said: 
“Halstead is a liar and a double liar. 
There is not a word of truth in it.’’ 
“Then there was no contract of the 
kind as published ?” 
“If there was I did not see it. If be 
can prove that I had anything to do with 
such a contract I will withdraw from the 
race. That will demonstrate whether he 
is liar or not.” 
This opens the way for Mr. Halstead 
to make a sensation in Ohio by driving 
Mr.Campbell from the gubernatorial race; 
now let us see if he shall be equal to the 
occasion.

The Steam er Corona’s Hollers Explode 
and Nearly Forty Lives are Lost 
—Various Other Disasters. 


Sept. 5. 
All hands went down with hor 
but seven. 
The saved were: First Officer 
Painter, Second Engeneer Muldrum, Ave 
sailors, names unknown. The lost included 
Capt Richard Gray, the entire crew with 
the exception of five men, supercargoes, 
stewards, and probably one or two passen­ 
gers. 
Tho total number of those lost will 
probably reach the neighborhood of fifty.

It would be well if all intelligent work­ 
ingmen could read Mr. Austin Corbin’s 
article in the October North American 
Review on the future of labor unionism. 
There are several very important truths 
slated by Mr. Corbin, and the Gazette 
improves the opportunity of reproducing 
a few of them: — 
I do not believe that, the time will ever 
come when labor-unioDism will perma­ 
nently control the great body of Ameri • 
oan workmen, If it does, it will pro­ 
duce a state of society wherein the work­ 
man will have neither the ambition nor 
the opportunity to improve his condition 
or ever to become himself an employer, 
and where the great mass of bread-win­ 
ners will be reduced to a state of slavery 
infinitely worse, in every respect, than 
that in which the colored race were for­ 
merly held in 
the southern states. 
White 
men, at 
least, revolt at the 
idea. 
They will 
not 
submit 
to 
such conditions. {Surely there oan be no 
form of slavery more abhorrent 
our 
American people than that in which the 
head of some labor union is enabled to 
dictate when a man may, or must not, 
work for his daily bread; unless it be 
that more shameful and cowardly slav­ 
ery of the employer of labor, who, io 
fear that he may lose something of what 
be has gained, or that he may fail to add 
to hie gams, will permit a walking dele­ 
gate, generally an utter stranger to him­ 
self and 
his 
business, to swagger 
about his premises, and dictate the 
terms upon which he may be per­ 
mitted to continue his business. The 
workingmen of this country should never 
lose sight of the Let that every labor 
agitation, even if only spasmodic an i 
temporary, tends to destroy the smaller 
industries of the country which are scat­ 
tered ail over the land. where by em­ 
ployment for all kinds of workers, skill­ 
ed and unskilled, is found throughout 
nearly the whole of our diversified terri ­ 
tory, and to concentrate all productive 
industries in the large centres of popu­ 
lation, where labor is abundant and 
cheap, where rents and the meaus of 
subsistence are comparatively 
dear, 
where squalor and wretchedness prevail, 
and wWe filth and 
disease 
most 
abound. I 
The history of labor agitation and 
strikes in this country substantiate the 
statements made by Mr. Corbin. What 
have knights of labor gained by their 
agitation and strikes daring the past 
seven or eight years? Have they im- 
lanted any great principle rmcng them 
which will endure ? Have they made the 
order stronger by their agitation and 
strikes? Have they improved their con­ 
dition or the condition of the working- 
men?

full cargo of freight and a good list of 
passengers, exploded her boilers at False 
River, nearly opposite Port Hudson, at 
11:45 o’clock Thursday morning, causing 
the loss of the steamer and about forty 
lives. 
The Anchor line steamer City of 
St. Louis, Capt. James O’Neil, was near, 
and with his crew and boats saved many 
lives. 
The surviving passengers and crew 
were taken on board by Capt. O’Neil and 
very kindly oared for by him and his 
crew.

of her boilers exploded, tearing tho boat 
to pieces, and she sunk in deep water in a 
few seconds. 
Mrs. Robertson was at first 
lodged in the ladies’ cabin by some of the 
debris lying across her legs, but was sud­ 
denly released and found herself floating 
in tho river. 
She sunk twice, but, luck­ 
ily, was picked up and escaped with only 
a few painful bruises on her limbs 
Mr. L. C Rollings, pilot of the Corona, 
was asleep in the Texas at the time of the 
explosion. 
He does not know how the ex­ 
plosion 
occurred. 
He was awakened 
by the noise made; 
ho was painfully 
burned on both hands. 
The Hon. L. F. Mason, secretary of 
State, who w as a passenger on the Corona, 
says that ho was in the cabin talking to 
Mrs. Robertson when the explosion oc- 
cured. 
Ho escaped with life preservers 
and assisted in saving Mrs. Robertson and 
another woman. 
There was very little 
time for preparation for escape, as the 
boat went down like lead a few seconds 
after the explosion. 
No one seems to be able to give any ex­ 
planation as to the cause of the sudden 
disaster. 
Capt. T. C. Sweeney, one of the 
owners of the line, who assumed command 
on tho death of Capt. Blanks, says the ex­ 
plosion was not due to a too high pressure 
of steam. 
He had just had occasion to 
examine the guage and is positive there 
was not a pressure of more than 135 
pounds. 
The boat had a moderate cargo. 
She was in midstream just below the land­ 
ing at Arbroth, and had just whistled to 
pass the City of St. 
Louis, fortunately 
coming down at the time. 
The explosion 
had a downward tendency and blew out 
the bottom of the boat, causing her to sink 
immediately. 
The cabin was tore in two, 
the rear portion floating down-stream and 
bearing a number of the saved. 
Capt. 
Sweeney happened to be forward, and 
started at once to put out the flames, 
which began to burn at several places. 
He says the boat would undoubtedly have 
burned had she not gone down. 
None of 
tho books, papers, or other valuables were 
saved. 
The Corona was on her first trip of the 
season, and had but recently come out of 
the dry dock, where she received repairs 
amounting to nearly $12,000. 
She was 
built at Wheeling, W. Va., by Sweeny 
Bros. of that city, about seven years ago, 
and had a carrying capacity of about 
twenty-seven hundred bales of cotton. At 
the time of the accident she was val ued at 
$20,000.

ture, while the Democrats claim 9. Silver 
Bow county returns, which will f probably 
be complete before morning, will take the 
Legislature out of doubt and probably 
also the Governor. 
A Republican paper places the majority 
of Carter (Rep.) for congress at 1,200. 
The Republicans 
have probably elected 
all of their State ticket except their candi­ 
date for Governor. 
B is m a r c k , N. Dak., Oct 4.—The Ward- 
McLean Legislative district has in all 
probability gone Democratic by a remail 
majority, electing William Hope Senator 
and A. C. Nedrud representative. 
This 
makes ten Democrats and one independent 
Republican thus far. 
This number may 
be increased three and probably five, but 
that will be the limit. 
The 
interest in 
election returns has shifted to Prohibition, 
and the liquor men are willing to bet it is 
carried by a safe majority. 
The success 
of Prohibition is a great surprise. 
It 
looks now as if the highest Republican 
majority on the State ticket would ex­ 
ceed 12,000. 
M in n e a p o l is , Minn., Oct. 4 .—In South 
Dakota prohibition carries by a substan­ 
tial majority, ranging from 8,000 to 10,- 
000. 
The State ticket is Republican by at 
least 20,000. 
Chairman Hundley, of the 
Democratic State Central committee ad­ 
mits 12,000. 
Sioux Falls concedes the 
temporary capital of South Dakota to 
Pierre.

A ttem pt to W reck the Slaughter House 
of a New York Firm. 
N e w Y ork, Oct 4.—A dastardly at­ 
tempt was made this morning to destroy 
the slaughter house of J. Sc C. Scanlan on 
West Fortieth street. 
A dynamite bomb 
was thrown through an open window, 
causing about $200 damage to the proper­ 
ty, but injuring no one. 
The deed Is 
supposed to have been committed by a 
dis barged employe. 
There had been a 
strike in the place last February. 
Tile Scanlans are sheep-butchers and 
wool pullers, and have had considerable 
trouble with members of the Sheep Butch­ 
ers’ Provident association and the Edison 
Association of Wool-pullers. 
The firm 
discharged its union hands and employed 
men brought from Chicago and Boston, 
and since then there has been a constant 
warfare between the new and the old men. 
C irc u la rs have been sent out, and the non­ 
union men have been induced to desert the 
shop. 
The office safe is full of boycotting 
circulars, and the Scanlans believe that 
the intention was to destroy it. 
Michael 
Mahoney, the fireman, was compelled 
some time ago to ask for a permit to carry 
a pistol. 
He professed that old employes 
had entered his house at night, and that 
his life was in danger.
